In a few minutes more the 
rescuers pushed their way toa little 
chamber at the head of the cross-head- 
ing, where the men were lying in 
a cramped position with the water al- 
mostupto them. ‘They were quickly 
taken out into the open air where 
dozens of their comrades bugged them 
and welcomed them as the dead come 
to life, 

Nourishment was given them, and in 
right. 
They did not suffer much from bunger, 
their greatest misery being thirst and 
the cramped position iu which they 
were forced to remain.

‘Toler of the execu- 
tive committee, 

Picsucoy Wells Introduced Mr. Manvel 
tothe audience with a few remarks. On 
taking the platform Mr, Manvel was greeted 
with warm applause. The distinguished 
visitor announced that he was not a spe@th- 
maker, and would much rater talk to each 
one of his hearers separately, but as his 
mt was limited he wouid try to do his

The following letter from a gentieman 
who has examined the abstract of title in 
question, has sent the following letter to 
Tay Times: 

Los ANGELES, Feb. 9.—[To the Editor 
of ‘Tue Tmis.j 1 see by your paper of 
this date that the Supervisors are at last 
waking up tothe fact that they have been 
Spending the money of the people on 
ground the titie to which is at least doubtful. 

Let us first look at the job that has been 
delegated to Chairman Perry. He will 
find in city archives (vol, 27, p. 773 et seq.) 
the abstract on which the county bases its 
title to the new Courthouse property. This 
abstract covers about 100 pages of written 
matter, and is made up of three maps, ab- 
stracts of five deeds, and the balance prin- 
cipally of extracts from city records and 
archives. 

Now let the student curious as to how 
this abstract of title was prepared examine 
the title page and ccmpare it with the first 
map and determine the pruperty really 
uoder search. Then examine next the 
long note following the abstract copy of 
Five of Deeds, page 204. I give the note in 
full. “As will be seen by the conveyances 
hereinbefore contained the lands of the city 
of I,os Angeles appear to be bounded (ac- 
cording to conveyance by Macy to city) on 
the southwesterly side by a line commenc- 
ing on the northwesterly line of New High 
street distant 180 feet northerly from Frank- 
lin street and running from said poiaot of 
commencement N, 454% degrees W. The 
private enclosure next suuth of the Central 
Sechoul buiiding appears from survey of 
George C. Knox, City Eugiveer, to embrace 
a strip off the southeriy side of the tract 
conveyed by Macyto the city. As such 
enclosure has to our knowledge been main- 
tained for many years past, and as exain- 
ination of the claims thereto adverse to the 
city promised to ious, we have coa- 
fined our examination to the property de- 
scribed on the title page of this avstract and 
lying to the northeasterly of such enclos- 
ure. 


So itappears from this note there were 
really adverse claims to the city, and yet 
with this note staring them in the face and 
the contradiction between the title page and 
the note, some one passed on the title and 
the county took a deed from the city. 

By the way, a deed from the city appears 
*to be a sovereign cure for defective tities, 
notwithstanding the f ctthatthe city has 
given deeds for about eighty thousand acres 
within an area of four square leagues,

appears to have been avoided by the note, 
as to the hlellus lot and the location of Ne 
High street. Whocares any way whether 
any street is on the ground, where the rec- 
ord says it is located? Especially if the

Previously, it was so much the rule 
to hearevery few days of scan¢als in 
connection with the police department, 
that people came to regard such 
scandals as matters of course, insep- 
arable from thé police control of the 
city. They were strengthened in this 


although frequent changes were 
made in the office of Chief. the 
scandals went on the same as ever. 
After a new appointment, there would 
be great promises of reform; for a few 
inonths all was beautiful, and then be- 
gan again the same nauseating rumors 
of bribery and corruption in the de- 
partment—rumors which, when inves- 
tigated, invariably proved to be buta 
portion of the truth. 

Since Mr. Glass was appointed Chief, 
all thishas been changed. There bas 
been no corruption, nor even any 
charge of corruption from auy respon- 
sible source. The work of the depart- 
ment has been carried on in an orderly 
and straightforward manner, Conti- 
dence men, who had secret understand- 
ings with the powers that be, 
have sought other fields, and the word 
has passed among the crooks of the 


United States that Los Angeles is a 


place to be avoided. Gambling—th at 
is gambling of the sort that is de- 
nounced by the law and can be pun- 
ished by the courts—which was carried 
on more or less openly under all pre- 
vious administrations. paying regular 
tribute to them, is a thing of the past, 
except in the case of a few ephemeral 
gaines of chance in Chinatown which 
start up in obscure holes and run 
for a few days before they are 
discovered and suppressed. It is true 
that poker games, which have been re- 
peatedly decided by the courts as not 
coming under the bead of “percentage 
games,”’ have been and are now run- 
and, apparently, cannot be 
reached by the law. But if any sufli- 
cient authority can be shown for the 
seizure of these games, also, we make 
no doubt but Chief Glass will gather 
them in. 
The credit for the welcome trans- 
formation that has been effected is due 
partly to the Chief and partly to the 
Police Commission. ‘The two have 
worked band in hand for the public 
good. One would suppose that the 
good citizens of Los Angeles, long 
disgusted with police scandals, would 
appreciate this change. That they do 
appreciate it there is no doubt, 
for words of commendation for 
the police départment are heard 
in all honest quarters, regardless of 
political affiliations. The public néeds 
to be warned, however, that a ne- 
furious attempt is being. made to 
change the composition of the police 
commission, and, by that means, to 
oust Mr. Glass, The Herald has con- 
stituted itself the organ of the clique 
that is trying to do this, and the work 
is sought to be accomplished by bring- 
ing charges of connivance at gambling 
against the police department—false 
charges, which those who make them 
know to be false. The malign signifi- 
cance of the movement lies in the fact 
thatone man desires to be chief, another 
to be captain, while a third bas a per- 
The 
movement is strictly a personal one, 
not political, although a few Demo- 
crats are inclined to lend themselves to 
it from party motives. The with- 
drawal- of Mr. Bryson from Chief 
Glass’s bonds is no sign of lack of 
contidence in that direction. Mr. Bry- 
son was constrained to withdraw be- 
cause he is a city official. He is a firm 
supporter of the Chief, is well satisfiea 
with Mr. Giass, and is understood to 
have stated that he would willingly go 
on his bond for a very much larger sum 
were he lawfully permitted to do so. 
This underhand movement to remove 
a capable official from motives 
of private _interest __and spite, 
should be nipped in the bud. 
We have had enough unpleasant ex- 
perience with the police department in 


years gone by. It would be an act of 


extreme folly, as well as ingratitude, 
to makeu change at present. There 
are no reasous fora change, other than 
those indicated, and they are idle 
reasons. It is the interest of all good 
citizens, Democrats as well as Repub- 
licans, to protest energetically against 
such an attempt to jeopardize the good 
government of the city. 

It is not right to give the movement 
form and force by first raiding the Po- 
lice Commission. The aim is to so 
change that body that it will be given 
a bostile composition and complexion, 
and in this way make it “‘unpleasant”’ 
for Giass to continue in office. It is 
well understood that that manly and 
self-respecting otticer will refuse to be 
made the instrument to secure the se 
cretevasion or the open violation of 
the law against gambling and kin- 
dred offenses against public morals, 
law and order. He will leave the of- 
fice first. The present Police Com- 
mission, which isa body to be com- 
mended, will stand by the present 
Chief of Police. A new commission 
organized in the interest of the bawds, 
lottery dealers and gamblers, would 
doubtless not sustain Giass. 

Let the Police Commission remain 
undisturbed, andthe community will be 
the gainer.

The society which cares 
for animals should take up the ques- 
tion of the tortures to which these 
poor beasts are subjected during every 
blizzard. Of all such conditions as 
these, we, in this favored clime, know 
nothing. Our climate is so uniformly 
good and equable that we get to regard 
it as a matter of. course, and it is only 
when we read in the papers some such 
news as that referred to that we real- 
ize what an advantage attaches to a 
residence in Southern California. The 
grumblers among us should go and 
spend a winter in the northwest, by 
way of a change.

Great Unforbidding Wheat Ranches 
—Fruit-Growing Preached but 

| Not Practiced—Unattractive 

Homes—A Vivid Picture. 


Gen. P. Chipman, *a~ prominent 
borticulturist and old-time resident of 
Northern California, gave the follow- 
ing description of that section in his 
address delivered at the recent North- 
ern California citrus fair: 


But, Mr. President, with all these 
advantages—and they, are incalculable 
—we have gained but little in popula- 
tion in the last decade, except in our 
towns and cities, and a very few in- 
dividual localities. 

What isthe cause and what is the 
remedy for this condition? 

It has puzzied many of our most 
earnest and most intelligent workers. 
We seem powerless to discover a 
cause or remedy for our slow growth. 
While the transcontinental roads to 
the north of us bave been unable to 
| carry passengers as fastas they de- 
sire togo to that country, our cars 
in pew man from the 
East seeking a home among us is a 
curiosity. Let us befrank and con- 
fess the truth. 

I will tell you what my solution of 
the trouble is and my remedy. A few 
general principles may be stated as ad- 
mitted. 

People change their homes to better 
their condition. 

Families in search of homes are 
largely influenced by first impres- 
sions, 

The head of a family—as its respon- 
sible manager—judges a country by 
the apparent prosperity of its oldest 
inhabitants. 

The better and more desirable classes 
of home-seekers come out of estab- 
lished neighborhoods where society is 
stuble; where the courtesies and hospi- 
talitieg of life are observed; where 
school-houses and churches abound and 
show signs of loving and devoted 
hands; where neighbors are conven- 
iently near, and where the comforts of 
civilized life are found in humble, as 
well as in exaited places. 

Now, suppose a man from such sur- 
roundings comes with his family to Cal- 


pbhlets illustrated’in many colors. 

He would not want to go to Santa 
Clara Valley, where he would find the 
pamphiet justified, becauseland is held 
at two or three hundred doilars an 
acre there, and he cannot afford to pay 
so much, he wants to go where equally 
good land can be found, and where ihe 
prune, the peach, the apricot’ and all 
our glorious fruits ean be grown, and 
where land is chéap—sray $20 to $3100 
per acre. It is tobe found almost any- 
where north of Sacramento. Suppose 
he makes the round trip from that city 
to Marysville to Redding, and back by 
way of Willows. Here and there are 
oases—not -many—in this journey 
thr.ugh an empire. Look at the 
Stations built fifteen years ago 
by the railroad company; most of 
them are types. of a worked- 
out and deserted country. Look at 
the villages—many of them treeless 
and forbiddiig, with’ sigds of decay; 
observe the horses._and wagons driyen 
totown by the inbabitants; note the 
style of the houses; observe the plenti- 
tullack of flowers and vines and shrubs 
in thisland of the gods, See the big 
two-story school-house in the town, as 
far away from tie children as possible, 
and not a fence around it, or a tree in 
sight, and in the country the rectangu- 
lar one-story wooden box, set up on 
blocks, located with such impartiality 
that itis piaced equi-distant from the 
remotest boundaries of the district, 
with little regard’ t6 the residences of 
he pupils. In the winter itis a school- 
ouse—in the summer a shade and 
stamping ground tor stock and a resort 
for tramps; and no grass, or trees, or 
vines, or any living thing 1n sight for 
ornament. 

As arule, the farmer’s house is but 
little better than the school-house, 
aud but little more adorned. Our 
home-seeker halts for a little rest and a 
cup of milk and a pitce of sweet bread 
and butter and a little fruit. Tne 
humblest cot in over-crowded Italy can 
give him these. 

“We keep no cow and have no milk 
or butter. The China peddler hasn’t 
come along yet, and we havVe no fruit,”’ 
says the housewife. 

On, for a iittle cool, shaded grass 
plot! Oh, for some escape from this 
glaring bot sun, beating through the 
open windows and door, and radiated 
irom the hot earth upon the patient 
wife and these clinging children. — 

“What doyou grow on your land, 
my good woman?” 

“Wheat and barley, My husband is 
in the harvest field out yonder.”’

“Oh, about four miles.”

*“Will he be home for dinner?” 

*‘No; they have a kitchen and dining- 
room on the wayon, and they camp 
out until they get through. The men 
sieep around the machine and under 
the wagon and wherever they like. 
We only kind of stop here in the sum- 
miner and go to town in the winter. My 
husband is running behind raising 
wheat, but he says this is a great fruit 
country, and some day these tenderfeet 
will come along and give us a big price 
for our land and go to raising truit, 
and then [ suppose the country will 
ill up snd we'll get out of debt.”’ 

If our home-seeker had started from 
Oriand and traveled in a bee-lire for 
Colusa, be would have gone probably 
thirty miles and not beeu nearer than 
two iniles to even so hospitable a place 
as I have described, and nowhere in 
that vast expause would be have found 
planted a single fruit tree. What 
wust be conclude? 

He doubts our stories about the 
profitableness of fruit-growing. 

He hesitates to bring his family to 
such forbidding environments. 

He don’t want to settle down where 
there 1s 80 little hope of his having 
neighbors during his life-time. He 
don’t want to subject his family to 
such a life. 

He either goes home disgusted and 
becomes a missionary to keep people 
away from California, or he goes to 
sume place where faith is exhibited by 
works, and pays high prices for land, 
and our rezion remains neglected.

On roll call the resolution was de- 
feated—389 to 35. 

Mr. Suanabao changed his vote and 
gave notice of reconsideration. 

THE QUFSTION IN THE SENATE. 

In the Senate the same question was 
discusséd when it came up on the 
special order. The debate was less 
animated than in the House. Mr. 
Mead favored the resolution, and was 
followed in the same strain by Messrs. 
Laug.ord and Ostrom. 

Mr, Goucher differed from his Dem- 
cratic colleagues and thought the com- 
mission shouid not be abolished at this 
time. If a proper amendment were 
offered he would vote for it. 

Mr. Dray of Sacramento wanted to 
amend the resolution by abolishing 
the commission after January, 1895. 

Mr. Heacvck of Santa Barbara op- 
posed the amendment. If the commis- 
sion is dishonest and incompetent it 
ought to be abolished at ounce; if not, it 
should be retained. 

Messrs. Sprague of Yolo and Camp- 
bell of Solano agreea with Mr. Hea- 
cock’s view. Mr. Dray’s amendment 
was lost—27 to 7. 

‘Ihe roli was then called on the adop- 
tion of Mr. Berry’s resolution, and it 
was deféited 7 to 30. The seven who 
voted for the resolution were Messrs. 
Berry, Langford, Mead, Ostrom, Mce- 
Gowan, Crandall aud George H. Wil- 
liams. 

Mr. Wentworth presented the report 
of the Committee on Municipal Cor- 
porations on Mr. Daly’s and Mr. Brun- 
er’s bills. Both were reported without 
recommendation. 

FRISCO GAINS A POINT. 

. In the Assembly this afternoon, Mr. 
Bert moved the appointment of a spe- 
cial committee to amend Mr, Bruner’s 
bill relating to the San Francisco fire 

departmen:; also to have the matter 
made the special order for next Thurs- 

day. By general consent the bill was 

made the special order as desired. 
‘Tne amendments offered by Mr. Bert 

are that two of the commissioners 

of the first board appointed under the 
act shall bold office for two years and 
two for four. The fifth commissiover 
shall be the mayor of San Francisco, 
who shall be ex-officio president of the 
board. The other four commissioners 
are to be appointed by the Governor. 
Under the original bill introduced by 
Mr. Bruner, the Governor would virtu- 
ally control the bourd for seven years, 
as three of the commissioners would be 
reappointed one year before the expira- 
tion of histerm. The succeeding Gov- 
ernor would therefore be powerless to 
chauge the board for three years. This 
provision was 80 strongly opposed that 
it was deemed better to change it. 8 
addition of the mayor to the board of 
commissioners is the first point won by 
the San Francisco delegation.

To 
that end we have labored in the past, and 
we propose to c ntinue in the work to 
which we have applied ourselves of build- 
ing up on this continent, under the flag of 
Engiand, a great and powerful nation.

Indians from getting fuel aud hay. He 
wanted the agency moved nearer.

THEY MU 5T PAY UP. 


Government Claims Against the Pa- 
cific Rallw :ys to Ba Pressed. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.) It is learned froma 
letter recently sent by Mr. Taylor, Com- 
missioner of Railroads, to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior that action is 
about to be taken under the recent de- 
cision of the Supremes Court of the 
. United States, in the case of United 
States appellant, vs. the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad Company. This de- 
cision reverses the decision of the 
Court of Claimsin which it was held 
that in the process of ascertaining the 
net earnings of the Union and Cen- 
tral Pacific railroad companies, upon 
which 25 percent. is required to be 
aid to the Goverument under the 
burman Act, it was proper to deduct 
from the gross earnings not only the 
actual operating expenses, necessary 
repairs and interest on first mortgage 
bonds, but also there should be de- 
ducted all sums paid for improvements, 
betterments and new equipment. The 
court reverses this decision and holds 
that under the Thurman act the 
net earnings must be ascertained by 
deducting from the gross earnings only 
the actual operating expenses, neces- 
Bary repairs.made within the year and 
interest on first mortgage bonds. Un- 
der this method of calculation the net 
paroings of the Central Pacific Com- 
pany would be increased over $2,000.000

What Is to Be Gained By Such a 
Course. 
[Sacramento Record-Union. | 

The Los ANGELES TiMEs repro- 
duces the Record-Uunion’s articles ad- 
vovaling the passage of the bill pro- 
viding tbat the office of Superintendent 
of State Printing shall be filled by 
election. But THE ‘iIMEs objects to 
the sltatement we made that such a 
system wiil secure to the State com- 
pelent superiniendents, because the 
craft will inspire the political parties 
to put up Oniy competent men. THE 
TIMES says that, as a matter of fuct, 
political conventions very often nomi- 
vate incompetent men and those who 
are lacking in manly independence. 
But the error of THE TimEs resides 
in the fact that the cases to which it 
refers are not those in which a 
workman is chosen. Unquéstionably, 
we bave many instances of conventions 
nominating wen for ministeriai and ex- 
ecutive offices who prove to be weak 
and incompetent. Butinthe case of 
one who must, under the law, be quali- 
fied as a master job printer, or rather 
4 master workman, and who is re- 
coguized by his craft as such, the risk 
of a realiy incompetent man being 
chosen will be exceedingly remote. The 
reason is obvious. ‘The printing frater- 
nity kuow who are and who are not 
competent; they will be on the alert 
aiways to prevent the choice of an in- 
competent man. ‘Lhe printers are 
pretty evenly divided among the polit- 
ical parties. Each party convention 
will, therefore, teel the necessity of 
putting forward a candidate who will 
be as good as the best its opponent cao 
possibly select. As a result, nomatter 
what party triumphs, we will bave a 
competent man in the office. 

What the Record-Union meant by 
independence in the candidate, or the 
successful one, it thinks it stated so 
clearly that those who read with ordi- 
nary care cannot fall into error.

JOHN F. SWIFT MAY SUCCEED 
WINDOM. 


Consu!l-General New Says He Has 
Not Been Offered the Treasury 
Portfolio and Wouldn’t 
Take It. 


3y Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Feb. 9.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The Herald’s Washing- 
ton correspondent says: There are 
good grounds for belief that President 
Harrison is considering John F. Swift 
of California in connection with the 
Treasury portfolio. It was his inten- 
tion to find him a place in the Cabinet 
long before his induction into office, 
and he would have done so had the 
California politicians not urged the 
appointment of M. M. Estee. The 
President did not want Mr, Estee, and 
so bluntly informed the Californians, 
but under the circumstances he felt 
that he could not consistently appoint 
Mr. Swift,and he therefore left the 
Coast out of his Cabinet consideration 
altogether, but he took the earliest op- 
portunity of testifying «his regard for 
Mr. Swift by nominating bim as Minis- 
ter to Japan within forty-eight hours 
after his inauguration. One of 
the reasons given for Mr. 
Swift’s selection to the Cabinet 
place is that while he would represent 
the very hotbed of silverdom, he is per- 
soually in full sympathy with eastern 
thought upon the money question. 
California politicians believe Mr. Swift 
has already been communicated with 
by cable on the subject aud that if he 
will accept the vacant portfolio it will 
be given to him. 

LoNpDon, Feb. 9.—John C. New was 
asked if there was any truth in the 
Statement that President Harrison had 
called him to return immediately to 
the United States with the intention 
of conferring the Treasury portfolio oa 
him. Mr. New said: ‘“‘I have not re- 
ceived any message from President 
Harrison, and I know. nutbing abou.

*“T do not expect aud I do not desire 
the Treasury porifelio.”

The Inscription on the Corner Stone of 
the Nattonal Capitol—Notes. 

Upon the corner stone of the Capitol at 
Washington is the following inscription 
upon asilver piate: ‘‘This southeast cor- 
ner stone of the Capitol of the United 
States of America, in the city of Washing- 
ton, was laid on the 18th day of September, 
1793, in the thirteenth year of American in- 
dependence, in the first year of the second 
term of the presidency of George Washing- 
ton, whose virtues in the civil administra- 
tion of his country have been as conspicu- 
ous and beneficial as his military valor and 
praodence have been useful in establishing 
her liberties, and in the year of Masonry 
5793, by the president of the United States, 
in concert with the grand lodge of Mary- 
land, several lodges under its jurisdiction, 
and Lodge No. 22, for Alexandria, Va.”

The following is from the report of the 
grand secretary of tho supreme grand 
lodge of Australasia: The returns com- 
piled to Dec, 31, 1899, show that in the ju- 
risdiction of Australasia there are now five 
grand lodges and 8% subordinate ges, 
with a membership of 19,084. The funds 
of the five grand lodges amount to £47,463, 
Qs. 1@, ($251,146.99), and the subordinate 
lodges to £77,054 11s. 6d. ($389,638.74), mak- 
ing a grand total of $520,785.73. During 
the triennial period the total payments on 


Faccount of deaths amounted to $48,204.94, 


and of sickness to $180,142.34; to medical 
men for attendance on members and their 
families, and the provision of medicine, 
$292,200, to which may be also added a 
further sum given as extra relief in urgent 
cases of distreas, and in donations safely 
approximating $14,610, which totais the 
magnificent sum of $555,157.28 expended in 
relie? of sickness and «distress by the Inde- 
ie. Order of Odd Fellows in Austra- 
iu. 


According to the table published in The 
Odd Fellows Herald the average member- 
ship of the lodges in the orderis 68.

‘THE M. C. A. ANNIVERSARY, 


Encouraging Reports~— Good Work 
Being Done— An Appeal to 
Our Frult-Growers—Per- 
‘sonals and Brevities. 


The Young Mon’s Christian Associa- 
tion of Pasadena held its fourth an- 
nual anniversary meeting on Sunday 
evening in the First Presbyterian 
Church. There was a fine audience of 
fully 1000 people. The exercises 
opened with an organ voluatary by 
Miss Coleman, after which R. C. Sar- 
gent conducted a song service for fif- 
teen minutes. 

The meeting was presided over by 
Prof. Will S. Manvel, President Strong 
being umavoidably absent on account 
of the sickness of Mrs. Strong. There 
were seated with him on the platform 
pastors of the churches and members 
of the Board of Directors of the Asso- 
ciation. After the singing, scripture 
reading and prayer, the report of 
George Taylor, geueral secretary, of 
the work of the year was read; it 
embraced a vast amount of work, and 
showed that the association was ina 
good healthy condition, and prepared, 
with its efficient officers and working 
committees, to do an aggressive work, 
through the coming year, in the inter- 
ests of young men. The following 
facts will be of interest, aud the addi- 
tional work bas been carried on with 
earnestness and success. Young men 
have been led to accept the Savior, 
and mgny have been helped and 
blessed. Guspel services have 
been held for men every Sunday after- 
noon through the year, with but two 
exc-ptions, at which times mass meet- 
ings were held free to all, one in tbe 
interest of the international work and 
the other a gospel temperance meet- 
ing. During the year a mission has 
been established at Baldwiun’s ranch, 
under the direction oi Dr. J. R. Town- 
send, who, with other helpers, have 
held ‘meetings every Sunday afternoon 
among the workmen on the ranch. 
These are being attended with good 
results. An excellent work has been 
done through the Committee on Cure 
and Visitation of Sck Young Men. 
During the year 339 Visits have been 
made to young men, and twenty-eight 
nights huve been spent in watching by 
the beds of the dying. Much assist- 
ance has been rendered to many of 
these in the shape of medicine, food, 
clothing, fuel and money. Of those 
who have died help has been rendered 
at seven funerals, in some cases fur- 
nishing money to defray the expenses. 
Six of those visited who were not 
Christians bave given their hearts to 
the Savior, and are rejoicing in Him. 
The work of the committee is a com- 
mendable one, and well wortby the 
support and sympathy of the peuple. 

brough the Employment Commit- 
tee six young men bave been helped 
to situations. The Invitation Com- 
mittee and the Reception Committee 
have done faithtul service. The Social 
and Literary Committee, together 
with the Ladies’ Central Committee, 
have done excellent service through 
the year in providing entertainment 
and social evenings tor young men. 
The réading and social rooms for 
games are well equipped, being fur- 
nished with the daily and weekly pa- | 
pers and monthly periodicals, the 
rooms being very pleasantly situated 
in the Fish Block, and open free to 
men every weekday from 8:30 a. m. 
till9 p.m. It isestimated that about 
10,000 people have visited the rooms 

during the year. 

' The thanks of the association are ex- 
tended to the pastors of the city for 
their sympathy and support, to Tnx 
Times of Los Angeles for innumera- 
ble favors shown, and to all who have 
helped and contributed to the support 
of the association. 

The report of the treasurer, P. M. 
Green, shows the foilowing: Receipts 
for the current expenses of the 
_year from donation, membership fees, 
collections, etc., $759 79. The expenses 
for the year for salary, rent, light, sup- 
plies, re missions, care of sick, 
etc., $742.44. here was collected dur- 
ing the year, to liquidate old building- 
fund debts, $833.75, leaving the asso- 
ciation free of debi to commence the 
new year. 

At the close of the reading of the re- 
ae rts, Rev. C. E.. Harris, pastor of the 

aptist Chureb, was called upon to ad- 
dress the meeting. He commenced 
in bis usual pleasing manner, full of 
good humor as he always is, es- 
pecially when he has something guod to 
say. He drew particular attention to 
the marked difference between the re- 
port of the general secretary showing 
the vast amount of work done by the 
association through the year for our 
young men, with the whole timeof the 
secretary given to the work; and to the 
small amount of money used, as shown 
by the i\reasurer’sreport, to acccomplish 
this, and be ielt contident in affirming 
that the association could not be 
charged with ex.ravagance in its funds 
or bestowing priucely salaries oa its sec- 
retary, and he hoped that through the 
year the association would be in 

a position to better compensate the sec- 
retary for his services. He commended 
the work of the association to all Chris- 
tians, and was coniident that it was 
doing a legitimate work, working in 
the interests of the Christian churches 


for young men, and asked for it that} 


hearty support which it had proved it- 
self to deserve. | 

Rev. Daniel Stalker, of Manitoba, | 
Spoke very encouragingly of the work: 
of the association; said that he was in 
hearty sympathy with it, and that it 
was doing a good work in his commu- 
nity up in the great Northwest. 

Mr. R. ©. Sargent, a young man in 
the work, who Las been the assistant 
secretary of the Milwaukee, Wisconsin 
association. and lately doing evaugel- 
istic work in singing the gospel, spoke 
of the work with regard to iis value to 
acommunity,and highly commended 
the cause to the psopie as being worthy 
oftheir financial support, closing bis 
remarks by taking a collection of cash 
and pledges toward the support of the 
work. The male gquartette, Messrs, 
Brown, Parker, White and Smith, ren- 
_ dered two selections, and R. C. Sar- 
gent sang a solo with fine effect. The 
exercises closed at 90 clock, the con- 
gregation rising and singing the asso- 
ciation work-hymn, “Work for the 
Night is Coming,” closing with the 
benediction.

The latter part of the appeal’reads | C 
thus: *‘As nothing short of a united 
effort will result in an exhibit of a 
character commensurate with our 
locality and importance for fruit-cul- 
ture compared with other sections of 
the country, therefore, we respectfully 
solicit the earnést support of growers, 
business men and citizens generally. 

“In view of the fact that large quan- 
tities of the choicest fruit bave been 
sold and are now being rapidly gathered, 
we deem it advisable to ask the grow- 
ers to make reservations of choice 
fruit to the extent of their having a 

good representation at our exhibit. 
Ail fruit will be receipted for by the 

roper committee, on the day upon 
which it is taken away, and the same 
will be returned to the owner after the 
fair, as far as is practicable with the 
mixing up of thé-fruit and the charac- 
ter of the design.”’

Pasadena now has an opportunity to 
make public the value of her land for 
the growing of fruit, and it is an op-.
